Philip Gibbs of the New York Tinier 
London Chronicle 
w ar service tells 
a gripping story of the French retire­ 
m ent w hen the G erm ans advanced 
from N am ur dow n th e valley of the 
Meuse, w inning the w ay at a cost of 
hum an life as great as th a t of defeat. 
This w as the first g reat battle of the 
war. 
In Justice to the G erm ans,” he says. 
‘i t m ust be said they were heroic in 
courage and reckless of their lives, 
and the valley of the Meuse w as 
choked w ith their corpses. 
The river 
itself was strew n w ith the dead bodies 
of men and horses and literally ran 
red w ith blood. 
“T he m ost trem endous fighting took 
place for the possession of the bridges, 
but the French engineers blew them 
up one afte r another as they retired 
southw ard. 
Heroic Stand. 
“T here was a m em orable encounter 
a t Marvin®, which is one of the most 
heroic episodes of the war. 
Five thou­ 
sand French soldiers of all arm s, w ith 
quiekflrers. engaged 20.000 Germ an in­ 
fantry. 
In spite of being outnum ber­ 
ed the French beat back the enemy 
from point to point in a fight lasting 
for tw elve hours. 
"In accordance w ith the general plan 
which had been decided on by the gen 
prats in view of the superior num bers 
tem porarily pressing upon them, the 
G erm ans siK*ci*eded iii forcing their 
way steadily down the Meuse as far 
as Mead eros. divided by a bridge from 
Charlevllle, on the other side of the 
river. 
This is in the neighborhood of 
Sedan aud in the ’troll,’ as it is called, 
which led to tile g reat disaster of 1870. 
when the French were caught in a 
trap and threatened w ith annihilation 
by the G erm ans, w ho had taken pos 
session of the su ro u n d in g heights. 
"T here was to ne no repetition of 
th a t tragedy. 
The French were deter­ 
m ined th at 
this 
tim e 
the position 
should be reversed. 
F rig h tfu l S la u g h te r. 
-W hen the G erm an uutpoots reached 
Charleville they w ere allowed to ride 
quietly across the bridges into an ap­ 
parently deserted tow n. Then sudden 
ly their line of retreat was cut off, the 
three bridges were blown up by a con­ 
ta c t m ine and the m itrailleuses hidden 
in th e houses were played on the Ger 
m an cavalry across the streets, killing 
them in a frightful slaughter. 
It w as for a little while sheer mas 
sacre, but the G erm ans fought with 
extraordinary tenacity, regardless of 
the heaped bodies of comrades and u t­ 
terly reckless of their own lives. They, 
too, had brought quick firers across the 
bridges 
and. 
taking 
cover 
behind 
houses, trained their guns upon the 
houses from w hich the French gunner-, 
were firing. 
There was no way of es 
cape for those heroic men. who volun 
tartly sacrificed them selves, and it is 
probable every m an died, because at 
such a tim e the G erm ans were not in 
the habit of giving quarter. 
"The occupation of Charlevllle was 
a Germ an victory, but was also a 
G erm an graveyard. A fter this historic 
episode in w hat has been an unending 
battle Hie main body of French with 
drew before the Germ ans, who were 
now pouring dow n the valley. 
I t w as a retirem ent which has had 
one advantage in spite of its acknow l­ 
edgm ent of the enem y’s am azing per­ 
tinacity. 
It enabled the allied arm ies 
tao draw closer together, its front sw eep­ 
ing around in a crescent from Abbe­ 
ville, around south of Amiens, and 
thence in an irregular line to the ea st­ 
ern frontier.”

Sound Deflection. 
Sound does not always travel through 
the air in a straight line. 
It often 
happens that two zones of sound are 
separated by a zone of silence. In 1908 
an explosion of dynamite on the rail­ 
road then building up the Jungfrau 
was heard in tw o different zones. The 
first extended through a radius of for­ 
ty kilometers around the explosion. 
The other began at a distance of 140 
kilometers, tho sound being unheard 
In the intervening IOO kilometers. Sim­ 
ilar phenomena had been observed 
elsewhere, and physicists tried to ex 
plain them by the reflexion of th- 
sound waves from certain atmospheric 
strata. 
Professor Fiijiwhara, who has 
studied such matters during volcanic 
eruptions In Japan, asserts now that 
these phenomena depend upon the di­ 
rection of the wind in the middle strata 
of the atmosphere.
